REPORTER’S 
REFLECTIONS 
•-Fluorides were added to Dix­ 
on’s water supply the last Friday 
in March. 
Fluoridation of public water 
supplies in years just passed 
kicked up monumental storms 
of protest which have by now 
largely subsided. 
Although many of the charges 
made against fluoridation were 
rather outlandish, there was a 
legitimate complaint for discus­ 
sion, if one values making his 
own decisions concerning pre­ 
ventative 
medicine, 
for 
this 
choice is limited by this action 
which was taken without one’s 
direct consent. 
None should seriously doubt 
the benefit to the common good 
which obtains from fluoridating 
a public water supply. 
Eminent men of science have 
spelled out the medical benefits 
for fluoride additives to a water 
6upply< 
On 
the 
surface 
personal 
choice may seem to be taken 
away in the name of the com­ 
mon good, but this is not really 
so. 
One could obtain his water 
supplies independent of the pub­ 
licly furnished water and could 
thus make a choice whether to 
have fluoridated water or not. 
Since the Dixon Water Depart­ 
ment is a self-supporting mu­ 
nicipal enterprise, one is not 
paying for water whether he 
chooses to use the supply or not. 
Perhaps the reason the storm 
subsided is that it was demon 
strably a good thing from a 
medical health point of view and 
because the municipal govern­ 
ment had not really taken the 
option of choice from citizens 
One does wonder why on cer­ 
tain issues this question comes 
up, for we are so often deprived 
of choice by government. 
Such accepted institutions as 
the public schools provide a il­ 
lustration of a service one must 
pay for whether he has children 
of the ages to attend the public 
school and if he does whether he 
chooses to have his children at­ 
tend a privately financed school. 
Ohe of the more outrageous 
instances of paying a tax the 
imposition of which is not vol­ 
untary nor the service to be 
paid for by the tax assessed de­ 
cided by the taxpayer is the fed­ 
eral income tax. 
The only choice here is to 
limit one’s income so he would 
have no tax liability. 
Of course by so doing, he 
w'ould be classed as poor by the 
government’s definition but he 
would pay no income taxes and 
he could choose whether to ac­ 
cept any government aid to the 
poor. 
At best the choice one has to 
act purely voluntarily with re­ 
gard to the federal income tax 
leaves few alternatives. 
He could divest himself of 
property and not be subject to 
paying property taxes, but there 
is grave possibility he could not 
evade sometime paying a sales 
or transaction tax. 
One would really have to go 
native and be self-sufficient in 
order to completely drop out as 
a taxpayer.

Only hours after segments of 
the 4,000 National Guardsmen 
were on duty, the ROTC build­ 
ing on the campus of Tennessee 
A&I State University, site of re­ 
cent racial violence, was de 
stroyed by fire Sunday night.

Commissioner George Lamb 
today released an analysis of 
police departments in Northern 
Illinois the results of which he 
hopes to use when asking that 
funds for four additional police­ 
men and a meter maid be in­ 
cluded in next year’s budget to 
run the Dixon Police Depart­ 
ment. 


Lamb said the results of the 
survey of police departments in 
neighboring cities revealed that 
Dixon ranks generally third or 
fourth in population, “ but well 
down the list in the number of 
policemen in the department.’’ 


The Dixon Police department 
currently has a strength of 16 
men and no meter maids. It 
ranks eighth in the number of 
policemen on the force in the 
survey. 
Cities having more than 16 
men on their police departments 
were La Salle with 18 men; 
Rock 
Falls with 19; 
Ottawa 
with 22; Sterling with 22; Strea- 
tor with 24; DeKalb with 30 and 
Freeport with 32. 
Only Loves Park, Belvidere, 
Geneseo, Mendota and Princeton 
had less than 16 men on the 
force. The survey also shows 
that most of the cities with 22 
or more policemen have popu­ 
lations similar to Dixon’s popu­ 
lation of 19,500. 


Dixon also ranked seventh in 
the number of vehicles each de­ 
partment has with which to 
function. Dixon’s police depart­ 
ment has only three vehicles 
while most other departments 
in cities of comparable size 
have an average of seven. 
Pay scales for the Dixon Po­ 
lice Department put them in 
seventh place again with a base 
starting salary of $6,000 while 
six other cities have a starting 
salary averaging $6,400 annual­ 
ly, according to the study. 
Of the 13 area cities listed in 
the survey, only Dixon and five 
other cities do not have meter 
maids. The average population 
for these other five cities with­ 
out meter maids is 13,000 com­ 
pared to Dixon’s 19,500. 
Sterling and Rock Falls each 
have two meter maids while 
Geneseo has one and DeKalb, 
Ottawa and Streator also have 
two each while Freeport has 
three, according to the study. 
It costs about $140,000 a year 
to maintain the Dixon Police De­ 
partment and, according to the 
survey, this puts Dixon in sixth 
place for monies allotted to run 
other police departments. 
Both 
Ottawa 
and 
Streator 
have a yearly budget of more 
than 
$159,000 
while 
Sterling, 
Freeport and 
DeKalb 
exceed 
$220,000 to run their depart­ 
ments.

Dixon was the scene of one of 
the first ceremonial marches 
and memorial services in the 
nation 
for Dr. 
Martin Luther 
King Jr. Saturday when more 
than 90 persons marched from 
City Hall to the Second Baptist 
Church 
where 
services 
were 
conducted. 
About 175 persons, more than 
half of them white, joined in 
the worship service which was 
interdenominational. 
Two Dixon pastors read from 
Scripture, Rev. Tom Shepherd, 
First Christian Church, and Rev. 
Alden Hickman, assistant at First 
Presbyterian Church. 
Short talks were given by 
Roscoe Cox, president Dixon 
Branch of the National Associa­ 
tion for the Advancement of Col­ 
ored People, and Mayor George 
W. Lindquist. 
Cox said the march from City 
Hall was to dramatize the need 
now “ to march with accelerated 
speed toward racial peace.” 
Wa s Ga dfly 
He said the assassinated civil 
rights 
leader, 
the 
Rev. 
Dr. 
King, was a “ gadfly who moti­ 
vated crisis and confrontation; 
who knew the meaning of re­ 
demptive suffering; who was a 
Christian gentleman and who 
emulated the examples of Jesus 
Christ and Mahatma Gandhi.” 
The 
NAACP 
official 
urged 
this community to join hands 
and push forward in the name 
of civil rights. He appealed to 
“ all who feel twinges of con­ 
science or harbor pervasive feel­ 
ings of rage to join together to 
remove the stench of discrimi­ 
nation from this community. 
“ To remove fear and hatred 
of one’s neighbor is the way to­ 
ward the dream which Dr. King 
had,” Cox declared. 
Mayor Lindquist said the kill­ 
er of Dr. King followed one of 
man’s oldest and most fallacious 
methods to stop a movement, 
cutting down its leader. 
Adds Impetus 
“ The death of one man has 
never stopped a movement,” 
the mayor said, “ rather it has 
most often given more impetus 
to 
that 
for 
which 
he 
had 
worked.” 
Lindquist said the meaning of 
Dr. King’s dream for Dixon is 
that we be challenged “ to look 
at each person as a brother. 
“ Few names survive history,” 
the 
mayor 
concluded, 
and 
prophesied that “ Dr. Martin Lu­ 
ther King Jr. has earned a 
niche on the page reserved for 
American heroes as a man who 
was unafraid to speak the truth, 
who was a man of God, and who 
was a servant of a people.”

Mrs. Martin Luther King Jr. led 
10,000 persons today in a march 
through Memphis in memory of 
her husband, slain a few blocks 
away by a white sniper. 
The 
march 
had 
to 
start 
without the black-clad widow, 
but when it reached the corner 
of Main and Beale Streets it 
halted to wait for her and Rev. 
Ralph Abernathy, the man who 
succeeded King as head of the 
Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference (SCLC). 
Her 
flight 
from 
Atlanta 
delayed by weather, Mrs. King 
was brought up Beale Street in 
caravan of cars, motorcycles 
and police cars with flashing 
blue lights. 
She took her place in the front 
row of the march, her sons, 
Martin III and Dexter, beside 
her. A black mantilla covered 
her face. 
Beside 
the 
children 
stood 
singer 
Harry 
Belafonte, 
and 
Abernathy was on Mrs. King’s 
right as the march began. One 
of 
the 
children 
held 
his 
mother’s 
hand, 
the 
other 
clutched Belafonte’s hand. 
National 
Guardsmen 
with 
fixed bayonets and police stood 
guard along the streets and 
atop high buildings. Helicopters 
droned 
overhead, 
framed by 
leaden skies. 
Same Spot 
Main and Beale, where the 
march stopped to await the 
widow, is the spot where young 
Negroes broke away from King 
and turned his march into a riot 
a week ago. King came back 
and was to have led today’s 
march but met death on the 
balcony of the Lorraine Hotel 
Thursday night. 
King planned his march to 
support the strike by Memphis* 
Negro garbage collectors, and 
labor leaders filled the eight- 
abreast ranks behind Mrs. King 
and Abernathy. 
The 
march 
spread 
from 
sidewalk 
to sidewalk 
a 
few 
blocks from the hotel where 
King was slain and stretched 
several blocks at the outset. 
The arrival of hundreds of other 
persons from out of town, many 
of them well-known politicians 
and 
entertainers, 
was 
also 
delayed by the weather. 
The march had barely begun 
when it was temporarily halted 
to get better organized. 
Police and National Guard 
troops manned barricades along 
the march route and clamped 
on the tightest security the city 
has ever seen.

signal seconds after he lifted 
the plane into the air on a flight 
destined for Sydney Australia. 
He reported the right wing on

dropped off as the plane circled 
near Windsor Castle. 
Taylor 
made 
a 
herculean 
effort to return to the airport. 
He threw the plane into a steep 
left bank and headed for the 
airstrip, while witnesses report­ 
ed 
flames 
licking 
along 
the 
fuselage and chunks of wreck­ 
age falling from the wing. 
The pilot slammed the plane 
onto the runway as the burned 
out left wing—filled with fuel 
for the first leg to Zurich— 
simply fell off. The plane split 
open and the dazed passengers 
and crewmen fled into the open 
and safety. ^

The result has made the United States In 
credibly v ulnerable not onlv in respect to our j 
prosperity but to world competition and our na­ 
tional security . The steel wrangle which threatens 
us behind the scenes, represents a case history . 
The av erage steelworker is now paid about 
$3.8 5 an hour for time on the job. He gets another 
$1.11 an hour In fringe benefits. The cost is al­ 
ready $4.7 « per hour per worker at work. 
The industry ’s capital spending, which was 
about $1 billion annually , has doubled in the past 
fiv e y ears to $2 billion a y ear. Yet the costs per 
man-hour hav e ex ceeded the progress in output 
per man-hour by about 100 per cent. 
This ty pifies the dangerous v ulnerabiliiv . Amer­ 
ican industry has inv e» dod more than $200 billion 
in new plants and machines in the past fiv e y ears. 
Yet. in spite of all the new construction and the 
highly publicized automation, the output gain per 
man-hour fell last y ear and was lower than it was 
in 1961 or any y ear since. 
As one result, in the case of steel, heav ily fell 
In our balance-of-pay ments problem, our heav y - 
Industry employ ment problem and our national se­ 
curity . America's participation in the world out­ 
put of steel has fallen since World War II from 5(1 
per cent to less than 25 per cent. 
Moreov er, the great and crippling periodic 
strikes hav e forced many steel-dependent firms to 
protect themselv es by foreign purchases. Not only 
is foreign steel cheaper, the strikes hav e marie 
foreign steel indispensable. Following each periodic 
strike-hedge surge our imports hav e not subsided 
to former lev els. And here we go again in 1968 . 
The problem is one of power — the combina­ 
tion of economic and political power — that giv es 
the unique license to unions to pursue self-interest 
largely without limit or restraint. This is associated 
in the public mind with the Democratic party . 
And the effect is hound to be felt in the Demo­ 
cratic party this election y ear.

Candlewax — Chill wax with 
piece of ice to mak e it easier to 
remov e. Scrape off gently with a 
du ll edge of a table k nife. Apply 
polishing wax and ru b well. 
Deep blemish or bu rn — Re­ 
mov e dam aged wood by scrap­ 
ing with razor blade. Clean area 
with naphtha. Smooth dam age 
with fine steel wool and clean 
again. Fill with lay ers of stick 
shellac or wood filler stain to 
match finish. Smooth and wax .

WASHINGTON (AP) - Down 
the mall from the bright bubble 
of the Capitol 
dome 
to 
the 
brooding figure in the Lincoln 
Memorial, Washington looks the 
same. But a deep change has 
taken place. 
A city that had been slowly 
hardening into two separate cit­ 
ies, one white and one black, 
has been made searingly aware 
it is one. How it reacts to this 
awareness may hold an answer 
for other cities afflicted with ra­ 
cial troubles. 
One answer seems apparent: 
A cool and carefully planned re­ 
sponse to looting and burning 
may he able to achieve results 
without the bloodshed and vio­ 
lence that marked last sum­ 
mer’s riots in Newark and De­ 
troit. 
In the early stages of the dis­ 
orders in the capital, the out­ 
numbered 
police 
were 
with­ 
drawn from trouble areas so 
they would not have to resort to 
gunfire to protect themselves. 
Later, 
hacked 
by 
federal 
troops, they moved forcibly but 
with restraint against the loot­ 
ers and rounded up curfew viol- 
aters by the droves.

For the long haul, however, 
the Negroes in Washington need 
what they need in every urban 
area-—more and better jobs, bet­ 
ter schools and better housing. 
And it takes more than a willing 
spirit to supply them. 
Congress has passed bills to 
meet all these needs and Presi­ 
dent J ohnson 
has 
asked 
for 
more, but a lack of money has 
crippled many of the programs. 
The day before the rioting 
started 
in 
Washington, 
the 
House approved an appropria­ 
tion bill that eliminated $75 mil­ 
lion for a summer program for 
unemployed youths and an addi­ 
tional $25 million for the Head 
Start preschool program. 
J ohnson, who could see the 
smoke from the burning Negro 
areas from the White House, 
would probably like to request 
some emergency legislation to 
deal with the problem. 
But he has painted himself 
into a corner as far as seeking 
new legislation—or at least the 
funds to go with it—by agreeing 
to substantial budget cuts in or­ 
der get Congressional approval 
of a tax increase.
